[2] Tre Circles parallel to the Baſe are the Almicanthers, 
or every Degree of the Sun's Altitude above the Horizon, and are 
number'd from it accordingly on the Autumn Colure; alſo, if 
counted from the Equinox, as is ſhewn on the oppoſite or 
Vernal Colure, will anſwer his Declination. | 

[3] Tue Elliptical Diagonal black Lines are the Hours 
of the Day, and are mark'd on the Summer Solſtice, thoſe of 
the Morning Aſcending, and thoſe of the Evening Deſcend- 
ing. 

[Laftly} Tus contrary broken Lines are the Sun's Azimuths 
2 the South, and they are number'd on the Winter 
Solſtice. 


8 The USE. 
E T the Braſs Index at the Top to the Day of the Month, 
then place the Cylinder perpendicular zafterwards turn it about 
to the Sun, till you find the projecting Index, or Gnomon to 
have no Shadow, except that of its own Thickneſs, and there will 
be ſhewn to you all at once the Things requir'd, z. 
[1] The Shadow will cut the Horizon, and give you the Time 
of Sun-rifing and ſetting, INS 
[2] It will ſhew you his Place in the Zodiack. 
[3] The Shadow-point will ſhew you the Sun's Altitude. 
J Amongſt the Hour, lines, give you the Time of the Day. 
Lay] If you turn the Index to the oppoſite Degree (or 
the Earth's Place) on the Cylinder, you'll find, in the ſame man- 
ner, the Sun's Amplitude, his Azimuth, and, if ſought, his De- 
clination, all at the ſame time.
